who wyll conlyder the argumentes, that J haue bzoughte in and appꝛoued b 
thys, that J haue aboue recyted, ſhall not be deceyued. Noꝛ ſhall geue full fait 
vntopoetes. ho make the matters mote great, than they are, by ſayninges.noz 
alſo vnto hiſt oꝛiãs, who myngle poeſies thꝛough out thair hiſt oꝛyes and ſtudy 
more to ſpeake playſante thynges, than veritable, lyze as Herodotus dyd. woher 
byit is chaunced that a great parte of that, that th:y layde wythout v:ynge any 
argumentes 02 tokens ot trouthe, by lucceſſyon of tyme, is holden and reputed 
koꝛ a fable. And pet is true. And although that men haue alwayes iudged thys 
warte wherof we wꝛyte. to haue bene very greate, and lithens that it hath bene 
ended, haue by woꝛkes therof, had in admiration the foꝛmer and auncyent: yet 
it ſhalbe ſhewed eiudently vnto all them, that woll dyligently conſyder the o⸗ 
ne and the other, that thys here, hath bene moche greater than any ofthe other. 


Andnotwythſtandynge that it ſhulde be a bery harde thynge foz me to ſhewe

Nowe the Coꝛtirians laillinge thus deſperſed 
and oute of oꝛdꝛe, after that they bygonne to aypꝛ oche and dꝛawe nyghe vnto þ 
Weloponeſians, two ol the ſame Coxcyrians ſhipps came to Joigne wyth them 
and they that were wythin the other dyd 
wythout anye ozder, whiche parteyned by the Peloponeſians they lente twen: 
ye theyꝛ ſhippes againſte them, and the other made towarde the twelue of 
Athenyans,amonge whome there was one of Salampne and an other of 
Parale. The Cozcyrians,thzough the dyfozder chat was amonge them / caſte 
themſeife into a whele oz rouudenes. But the Athenyans learyng to bee enclo⸗ 
ſed dy the multytude of thennemps ſhippes came not directly againſte the 
mayne ſlete but charged vpon one of the Coꝛners and lo dyd fincke one of theyꝛ 
ſhyppes, and afterwardes they dydcaſte them eile into aroundenes and lailled 
. tourningeaboute the ennemyes truſting to put chem in diloꝛder, whiche par- 
ceyued by the. rr ſhippes that were gone againſt the Cozcyriens, x fearinge leſt 


pt ſhulde happene,lykeas it cha vnto them at Naupacte:thepcame to the 
ſuccours of they: compaignyons,andall Joignned togiders > they made direc⸗ 
tly againſt the Ithenyans, who tetired laire and ealel y. But as the peloponeſy⸗ 


ans charged lyuely vpon them, che Coꝛcirians dyd put th em lelues in flyght a 
alter that the conflict and battaile had c d vntyllnyght, che Peloponeli⸗ 
ang had the bictoꝛye. Than the Coꝛtirians fearynge that the ennemys hauinge 
the victozy wolde come to aſſayle them in the Citiẽ, oꝛ that they wolde take tb 
them the Citizens that were lente into the Ale, oꝛ do ſome other enterpꝛyle d 
them they did charge and take in, the laydeCiteʒenis , and caryed them agayne 
kro the Ille into the temple ol Juno, and aftervoardes they dyd ſete watches in 
the towne.Neuerchelas the enemies, thoughe they hade the bictoꝛye durſt not 
comte againſte the towne but wyth chirtene ſhippes whiche they had takẽ with 
Coꝛcyriens, they retired intothe poꝛte, kromewhence they were departed, noꝛ

Durynge this tyme Demoſthenes and the Atarnanpang 
4 wereadnertyſed that the Imbzacyans, whyche were deparced from their cptie 
loꝛ to comme to the lurcours ot their people that were at Olpas accozdingeto 
the comaundement geuen vnto them at the begynning lyke as hath bene bifoze 
layde: were vyon their iourney foꝛ to come thider thꝛoughe the cot ol Am⸗ 
philochiens, wythout that they had knowlayge ol the newes of the deſtruccion 
of their ſayd people. So he ſent parte ol his menne to kepe the paſſages and the 
ſtronge wayes.

take them. But the ſonldyars Icarnanyans,whyche knewe nothynge ol the ſe⸗ 
crett appoynctement, that Demoſthenes and their Capytains hadde made wyth 
the Peloponeſpans that all thole that ſued fourth ol the towne de⸗ 
parted frothence wythoute lycente and wythout appoyntement:pzepared them 
ſelfe tofollowe them. And koꝛ that, that ſome ol the Capytains that ſound them 
there woulde haue empelched them to ronne vpon the Peloponeſians , ſaymge 
that they had ſaulfcondince} there were of them that enfozced chemſelf to ſtride 
them and made their weapons ready agaynſte them, thintzinge that they hadde 
deceyued and betrayed them. Pet vnderſtandinge, that the Peloponeſians and 
Mantp⸗

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MPMantynpans alonelp, had cheſaulfconducte, they luflred vnto them to paſſes 
Ekuylled the Ambꝛacyens. But there was greate queſtpon x difficultie to diic erne 
the one krom the other ſo that in the ſame tumulte, there were ſlayn about two 
houndꝛed. The other laued themſelfe wyth greate difficultie wythm the towne 
ms — — —.— than —— Salenthins,bonge of I 
vn grien as their frende. In this meane tyme, the other Ambꝛecpens 
this. that came to — ol thies here, arrpued at one place named Jdomene, 


Dome whyche hath two hilles oz toppes. The greateſt wherof,thoſe,that Demoſthe- 
ne. nes haddeſentebifoze didtakeand occupre inthe night ſeaſonne, wythout that 


theImbzacyans did apperceyue them. who did ſaiſethemſelf ofthe leſſer, wber 

they kepte them all that lame dape and night following, without doubting an 
thynge. In the meane cyme,Demoſthenes,beynge aduertiſed ol their cominge, 
deparxted from his campe after ſupper at the entcynge of the night wyth al hys 
hooſte . wherol the one hall he ledde wyth hym. And the other halle he cauſedde 
togo chꝛough the mounteignes of Imphilochie, + vſed loo good diligente, that 
at bzeakeof the daye he came to ruſhe bpon the layde Imbzacyans, whome he 
founde pet alldepinge,as people aſſured, and that knewe nothing of that, which 

was happened. But thought at the begynning that they had bene ol their owne 
compaigny.Foz that, that Demoſthenes, the better to deceyue them, had cauſed 

the Mellenyans to marche bifoze che othere, and had tommaunded them, t hat

And a very lmall nõbet 

Olpa. ſauedtheml(elf wythin the towne ol Olpas. Altere that deſtruttion, the Jcarnas 

ms, haiunge ſpoyled their deade, and ſet bp theire Trophee in tokene of vic⸗ 

tozy,thepretourned to Argos, towardes whome, came, the moꝛowe following.

Howe lo layde the 


Herault, we did not fyght —— but thies here were ſlayne bikoꝛe yeſterday, 
out laulfronduct. By mp fayth layd the other, we did

fight yeſterday againſt thies here,whych were come from Imbzacte fozto come 
co the ſuccours of them that were at Olpas. hich thing, being vnder ſtode bp 
the Herault, ⁊ knowynge the greate loſſe that che Ambzacyans had had, he was 
fo oſtonped that he retourned wythout purſuing further foz the recouery of the 
dead. Foꝛ allo foꝛ trouthe this was one of the greateſt deſtructiõs that chaunced 


in all that ſame warre,(pecyally in one onely cytie and in lo fewe dayes. And alſo 


Jam not mynded to let the nombꝛe ok the dead,foz that, that it ſemeth vnto me 
incredible and greater, than is conuenable tothe greatnes ok that ſame towne. 
One thinge J knowe veray well and loꝛ mere trouthe, that ifthe Icarnanyans 
and the Amphilochians had bene wyllynge to bileue and credytt Demoſthenes 
and che Athenyans, they hadde euenne at theſame tyme,cakenethe cytie of Am⸗ 
bꝛatie by foꝛce. But they fearedde,leſte if the Ithenyans ſhulde take it, that they 
ſhuldebe tomuche harde and ſtraighte neighbours foz them. Akter this victozy, 


they departed the bowotie oz pꝛaye bit wene them. hereof they didde gene the 
thirde parte vnto the Ithenyans, and the other two, they diſtrybuted amonge 


the cyties. But that whyche the Jchenyans had therof, was not greacely pzofy- 
table to them. Foꝛ in their retournynge by ſea, the moſt parte was taken awaye 
krom them in their iourney. And thze houndꝛedd complete harnoyg, that be yet 
ſene hanginge in the temples ol Athens, were thoſe, whiche Demoſthenes alone 


had foꝛ bis parte, whyche he dyd geue, after, that he was retourned. whych thing 
he dydde more aſſuredly by meanes of that victoꝛye, than he durſte haue done 


bifoze,by cauſe of the ouerthzowe that he had hadde in Etholie. Alter that the 
twenty galleys of the Ithenpans were retourned to Naupacte,and Demoſthe⸗ 
nes wyth the bende vato Ithens:che Acarnanyans and the Imphilochtãs made 
agpoinctement wyth the Imbzacyans,by meane of Salynthiuig kinge of Agri⸗ 
ens, foꝛ an houndzed yeares to comme and gaue ſuertie to che Peloponeſtans, 
that were retyꝛed into Agride, conkuledly oz myngled cogyders w the Ambza- 
cyans foz to retourne. And the fourme of the appoinctmente was thts, that che 
ſatd Imbzacyas ſhuld not he bounde to make warre w the Icarnanyis agamſt 
the Hel op onelians. Moꝛ the Acarnanvàs w the Imbzacyans againlt the Athe⸗ 
nyans. But only they were bound to ayde themſelf,the one the other, foz the de⸗ 
fence of their lande alonely,+ moꝛeouer that the Ambꝛacyans ſhuld rendꝛe + re: 
ſtoꝛe to the Amphilochiens all the townes and landes, that they helde of theirs 
⁊ that they ſhulde not geue any ayde, luppoꝛtacion oz fauour to the Inactoꝛtãs, 
who were ennemps of the Icarnanyans. Upon thys condition they cealſed from 
watre, on the one ſyde and on the other. Inone alter arryued Fenoclides,ſonneof 
Entytles tb thꝛe hoũdꝛed men, that the Coꝛinthians had ſent toſucconr the ſayd 


A nbꝛatyans. who WW greate difficultie had paſſed though thecoũtrey ol Eppꝛe.

Andconſider, what goodnes 
may come therol toꝛ as vou knowe, whan this ſame bene attoꝛdedde by poue, all 
Grete that is inferiour to poue and to vs, got appꝛoue and ratefieyt. Thus 
-  fpake the Lacedemonyans, thinkinge that the Athenpans had bene befoze de⸗ 
- firous of peace, if they myght haue obteigned it ofthem . And bpthys meane 
that they ſhulde be all atſed to haue yt, by delyueryng the people, that were in the 
Jdande in their power. But the Athenyans, perlwadinge cheymlelke, that by re- 
ceyuing ol the ſayd people allſieged, they myght alwapes haue a better appoinct⸗ 
ment wyth the layde Lacedemonyans:they wold haue greater parties ol them, 
chlefly though perſwation ot Cleon, ſonne of Cletnetus who had at that tyme - 
greate authoꝛytie among the people, and a great grace to ſpeake. By whoſe opy- 
non it was anſwered to the ſayd Imbaſſadours chat furſt ⁊ bifoze ail things, 
they that were in the Jlande, muſte render themſelf wyth their armure a ſhuld 
be bꝛought pꝛylonners vnto Atheng, Ind that done, whan the Lacedemonyans 
had rendꝛed vnto the Athenyans, Myle, Pege, Trezene and the countreye of X- 
chaie, whiche, they had not loſte by warre, but by the koꝛ mer appoinct ment, that 
they had made boyth the layd Lacedemonyans.whanthey were very lowe:had 


dene conſtrapnedde to leaue and foꝛlake them:che ſaide pzyſonners might bere- | 


ſtoꝛed, and (omereaſonable appomtment made to the contentacyon of both par⸗ 
ties. The Lacede monpans nothinge againſt this ant were, but they wylled 
certayne notable parſons to be deputed, wpth whome, they — — debate vpon 
the hole matter. And alterwardes therin to be done, lo, as ſhulde be aduyſed by 
them to be realonable.nherunto Cleon did holy replye. ſayinge, that be knewe 
well that they had not had nother than, noꝛ bifoꝛe, any good quarell,ſithes that 
they myſtruſted to debate biloꝛe all the people, but woldeſpeake therof in ſmall 
compaignie. wherfoze he was of oppnyon that il they hadde any thinge to ſpeke 
(whyche they iudgedde to be reaſonable ) they oughte to ſpeake it bifoze all men. 
whiche the ſayd Imbaſſadonrs wolde not do.Foz they did knowe well, that it 
was not liefull noꝛ conuenyente foꝛ them, foꝛ to ſpeake bitoꝛe all the people. and 
alſo foꝛ that that in ſo domge, if haumge re garde to there neceſſitie, and to the 
daunger wherin their people were, they woulde hane conlentedde to any thinge 
diſaduantagtous'vnto them, they parteyued well that tomminge to the know⸗ 
laige of theix allyes, it ſhulde engender greate diſpleaſure vnto them. wherfoze, 
knowynge that they coulde not obteigne of the layd Athenyans any reaſonable 
thynge, they departed from Athens wychout any conclulion. Alter their depar⸗ 
ture,thetreueſe were incontynẽtiy trpyꝛed that were made at Pylus. By reaſon 
wherof, the Lacedemonyans demaunded that the Athenyans ſhulde render to 
them the ſhippes, that they had delpuered by the treatie of the treueſe accoꝛding 
tothat, therby was appoyncted. But the laid Athenpans refuſed that to 
do lapinge, thar the layd Lacedemonyans had done —— layde treatie, 
koꝛſomuche as they had made aſſaultes vpon the garny lons ofthe ſayd Atheni⸗ 
ans. And charged theym wyth lome thynges, where there was no apparance of 
raylonne, but all theire foundation and grounde was foz that, that in the ſayde 
treatie it was concluded, that if one ol the partyes dydfayle oꝛ db againſte anny 
thinge therm, howe lytle ſoeuer yt was, that they ſhulde not belpe themſelf with 
the ſayd treatie. Ind whatſoeuer declaration oz doleaunte that che ſapdLacede- 
monpans coulde make fo2 to — mmt nA all reaſone,and agamlſt 
the fayth, whych they had pzompled, yet they coulde obteigne none other thing.

The moꝛowe lollowynge, Bꝛalidas had cauſed to be ſec vp an in⸗ 
ſtrumente foꝛ to caſt fyer into that parte, wohere the walls were of woode. which 
parcepuiedde, the Athenyans rayſedde vp a towre ol woode vpon the ſayde wals 
in the lelle lame parte:and there canſed to be ſett a greate nomber of veſſels full 
wyth water, wyth inſtrumentes foz to caſte yt fourthe and alſo greate ſtones. 
Burt thꝛoughe the greate nomber of people that moũted vpon the lame tower, 
it did fall loubdaynely downe tothe grounde. whereby and wyth the bꝛute that 
tit made in kallynge: the Athenvans whyche were nyghe pt, were mooze diſplay: 
ſedde, than afrayedde. But chey, whyche were furthere of: thynkynge that the

were in the pooꝛte. Th m Bꝛalidas, parceyuyuge that they hadde habandonedde 
and foꝛſakene the walle, aſlapled it on that ſame (yde, and toke the towne wyth⸗ 
out greate difficultie, by that meane. Ind they, chat were encountred at the arry- 
uall, were flayne. Vet one partie of the Athenpans lauedde themſelfe in the ſhips 
and laylledde to Nallenes. Nowe had Bꝛaſidas cauſed to be cryed bifoꝛe the al 
ſaulte wyth (ovnde of trompett, that be woulde geue. crr. poundes in ſyluer to 
the furſte that ſhulde haue mountedde vpon the wall. But perſuadinge hymlelk 
chat the towne was taken rather by wylle of the goddes, than by fozce: he dyd 
geue that ſome of monney to the temple of the goddeſle Pallas, whyche was in 
the lame towne. wyth whyche monney, that ſame temple was reparedde,which 
5 hadde bene deſtroyed at the takynge of the ſame towne, wyth the other edifices. 
And pet afterwardes Bꝛalidas cauſed it to be buylded agayne. And he was the

Foꝛ tt was cercapnly founde that the rebellion of the Scloniens 
was two dayes after the concluſton of the treatie. This was the decree, of che 
greater parte and opinion of the Ithenians made in followyngthaduys of Cle 
= that menſhouldego to take Scpone, and 
batothey pꝛepared themſelf. But inthe meane tyme the cytie of Mende rebel⸗ 
Hed lykewyſe,whiche is in the countrey of Pallene, inhabited and founded by the 
Ericrians.U®hiche Bꝛalidas receyued lykevoyſe, perſwadyng hymieil to dono⸗

there was a ryght great notnber in lo greate quantytie ofſhippes,to wit tooꝛty 
longe galleis which carted their ſouldyars,and thzeſkozepther that were light.

Foz that, that eue⸗ 
ry patrone going in lo longe a voiage parfozced himſelf tocauſe, þ his Chip ſhuld 
be both lwilteſt + alſo beſf and mo nes eſquipped and trymmed. Aicos 
louldears that were appoincted toz the (ame voiage toke payne to dec ke them⸗ 
lelf alwell w harnois as wyth other things, euery mi to his vetermoſt beſt. And 
allo they were moꝛeouer attencifeand couecous ol gloꝛy, to wit whiche of them 
might be p2eferred bifoze the other in oꝛder. In ſuch manner that it ſemed that 
the lame armpe was made foz an oſtentacion and ſhewe of the puiſlance of the 5 
Athenyans to the pzayſe ol all the other Grekes, rather than fox to light w the

Alter that Nycias 
had thus ſpokẽ, he cauſed his men to marche againſt thennemys, who loked not 
E they ſhulde haue ſo lone pꝛeſented them baſtaill .

But being in the ſame 
tonſlicte, there ſoubdamly came a greate taynt w lowde thondꝛinges and thicke 
lightnpnges out of heauẽ. n herot᷑ the Sy2acuſains,whych than did furſt fight, 
were muche aſkonyed, foz that they were not bſed noꝛ erperimentedde in warre. 
But they, whych were mooꝛe wonted to ſuch! thynges, did atttybute it vnto the 
tyme of the peare and paſſed not of it. herby the Sptacuſams were vet moꝛe 
aſt onyed learynge leaſte their ennemyes had takene the ſame foz a toten oꝛ pꝛo 
phetie vnto their aduantage and that it tame in the diſtauoꝛ ol them. So it hap 
pened chat the Irgines furſt, and afterwards the Athenyans on the lyde where 
they were, made a charge ſo ſharpely bpon the Syꝛatulains, that they dyd put 
them mto diſoꝛder:and lone ater toflight.Nenertheles they followed them not 
farre, foꝛ feare of the hoꝛimen, which were in greate nomber and haddenot bene 
bꝛokene oz putt out of oꝛder. who, after that they patteyued ſomme of the ſayde 
Athenpans to toll owe their people tofarre bifoꝛe the other, they reponiſed them 
ſtourdely. Foꝛ this cauſe the A purſued rhe Sp2acuſamns being in flight, 
fomuche as they coulde, all locked togiders. Ifterwards they retpꝛed in the lelfe 
oꝛder into their campe, and there they reiſed vp their trophee in ligne of victoꝛie. 
And the Syꝛacuſains retired the deft that they could ie wile into their campe. / 
And kourthwith ſent a good nomber from them to the temple of Olympiades 
whyche was therby, fearynge leaſtethe Athen vans woldecome to pillage it. foz 
that, that —— — quantyte of golde and ſyluer. The othere retyꝛed in⸗ 
to the cytie. euertheles the ſayde Athenyans wente not agaynſte the laid tem⸗ 
ple: but hauynge receyuedand bꝛunned the cartogns of their men that were dead 
at the battailiit hep taxved there that ſame And on the moꝛow the Sy2a- 
tulams knowing to haue bene bainquuſhed, they ſent vnto them foz todemade 
their dead men, whych were in ail-aſwell of ctheirecpcezems.as of cheiralipes a: 
boute two houndꝛed and thzee (koꝛe, and ol the Athenyans togiders with their 
allyes aboutesfyftie.whoſe boanes, after that they were burned,they dyd with- 
D2awe and taryed them co Catana togiders wyth the ſpoilles of the ennemyes, 
and by thys meane they retyzed,foz that. that they were alreadyin wynter, whi⸗ 
che was notyme to make warre. They could not alſo cõdutt noꝛ endure it with 
out hoꝛſmen:wherol thepattended a good nomber, alwell from Athens as from 
their allyes,* allo monney foz to tourniſhe neteſlaries. They hoped allo duringe 
the wynter, foz to pꝛactique and wynne, though fanoure of that ſame victoꝛie, 
many cyties of Sycille vnto their partie, and moꝛeouer to make pzouyſyon of 
vicruaiiles and of all other thinges, foz tocome agapne tolaye theire Siege to

to abooꝛde in that ſame — at their departure oute ol Gzece. Ind haupnge 
bene ayded and luctonred by thoſe of Cyꝛena, wyth two galleys, and twoo good 
Pilotes and maroners, were come tothe ſuccours ot the Eueſperites agaynſte 
the Lybyans, who made warre agaynſt them; and hauynge vainquiſheddethe 
ſayd Lybyans were comme to lande, at neweChartage, fromewhence there is a 
ryght ſmalle ſpace by ſea,vnco Spcille lo that in two dayes and onenpght, at 
their departure fromethence they were come to lande, at inte.

were mozeſuer,than the ſea, which they myght get andpurchaſe wythin a ſhoꝛt 
tyme. And the Syꝛaculains, whider chat they woldeflye befoze thoſe, that did 
not tyght, but only foz coflye away theſelf,m whacſoeuermaner that it were. In 
the mtane tyme , that this combate oz battaille was made by ſea, thole, that were 

on lande at the ſhooze ofthe ſea, were in greate and dyuers thoughtes and fan- 
talieg.

The moꝛowe 
after, thole lame Athenyans, and their allpes, beinge in the waye, elteſoneg 
greatly troubled,by the hoꝛlemen and archers, oꝛ darte caſters of the ennemyes 
(wherof they had greate nomber whiche came chalynge, and aſſayllynge theym 
by the ſydes, lo that ſkarcely theytoulde iournep. And fpnallyafcerchat they had 
fought a longe tyme, they were conſtrapned, to retyꝛe into the ſame place, from-

Foꝛ this cauſe albeit that they had layd a parc a thouſande talentes 
tt had made a decree þ no man ſhuld (peke oꝛ purpoſe vnder the great paynes to 
touche ox to take therof during all warre: pet neuerthelas fox the feate, p they 
had ol that ſame cale, they reuoked their deere ſt oꝛdeynedthat men ſhulde take 
a great part therot, wherwith that they might make and tacle a greatnober of 
ſhips:x mozeouer cauſed eyghte of thoſe that were inPpzeus to dillodge vnder 
the conduict of Strõbichides lone of Diotimus foz to follow thoſe, which Chal 
cideus and Alcibiades did conducte: but they coulde not ouertake them, ſoꝛ they 
were already tome agaynefromthence.

E hid. During this time Stronbichides W. viii. ſhips lauled to Sam. ⁊ hauing 
Tea, there taten allo one ſhippe ; which he founde there, he latlled to Tea, and pꝛaped 
the cytezeins that they wolde be firme and conſtant not to make any nouelty. 
Unto which plate Chalcideus dyd come fro Chio with. rriu ſhips, in the whiche 
he had charged a great nomber ol focemen,aſwell of Erythzee,as alſo of Claʒo⸗ 
menie. Stronbichides being aduertyled therol, he departed incontynently from 
Tea ⁊ whan be had taken the mayne lea ſeing afarre of ſo great nõber ol ſhips 
he retired into Samie, where he ſaued himſell, although that the other did geue 
him the chaſe. no hich percepued, the Theriens although that at beginning they 
had refuſed to retepue garnyſon into their cytie,recepued it after Stronbichides 
was fledde fromthence. And there were lelte the ſotemen Exithꝛyens and Clazo 
meniens:who hauynge certen dayes attended the retourne ol Chalcideus, that 
kollowed Stronbichideg, and e that he came not they dyd rale downe the 
walles ofthe towne, whiche the had made frome of the coaſte of the 
mapne lande.
